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RESTRICTIONS UPON BUSINESS. 

Much talk is heard of the advisability of 
removing or modifying various restrictions 
upon business in stocks and shares and in 
foreign exchanges. In the latter case it is 
contended that commercial transactions are 
fettered, while there is uncertainty as to 
whether the necessary amount of exchange 
will be available for making payments. In 
regard to this point, however, it may be 
suggested that, while rates fluctuate as much 
as they do now, it would not be a great ad- 
vantage to remove the present restrictions 
unless the banks : nd various exchange dealers 
are prepared to give the former facilities for 
dealing forward—that is to say, the shipper 
vi goods can prote-t himself from a possible 
loss (through a violent movement in some 
currency) before he obtains payment for his 
shipment. As regards the Stock Exchange, 
it may be assumed that the system now in 
ferce of fortnightly settlements without con- 
linuation and without options will meet the 
situation for some time to come—certainly, 
until the various world problems are nearer 
solution. It may be suggested, however, that 
the dealers or jobbers in certain marké@ts 
might encourage more activity if they anotéd 
nearer prices for «értain securities. 


DEALING QUOTATIONS.

THE OUTLOOK.

As indicated above, much will 
depend upon any frogress made towards soma 
settlement of the various problems with which 
the world is confronted, and, as regards the 
question of reparation payments and the 
meeting of the short-term credits by Ger- 
nany, any negotiations are likely to drag on 
for a long period.

Of course, they coul' berrow this 
amount, bnt do not think it wonld he fair ta the 
sharcholders to borrow such a large snm. which 
wonld have the effect of making their shares legs 
valuable, and would be of no innediate financial 
advantage to them In 1925 thew issued de-

a total of £12909 Debentures. Since then they 
have repaid €5 800 of this amount. leaving out- 
standing £6,209.

- CORK, Sunday. 
GREAT deal of damage is reported 
from various places along the South 
coast in consequence of last week's abnor- 
mally high tides and the resulting floods. 
Waterford, Bantry and Youghal were all 
badly affected, and the situation was made 
worse at the latter place by the heavy seas, 
which caused great damage to houses on 
the water-front. In Cork itself the centre 
of the city was under water on two succes- 
sive evenings, and some of the main streets 
were quite impassable. A _ disquieting 
feature of the floods here is the fact that 
numbers of rats are said to have escaped 
from the sewers and to have made their 
way into shops and houses. 

The tides of last week were, of course, 
quite abnormal, and some flooding was 
only to be expected. But, as a matter of 
fact, the occurrence is far too common in 
Cork city, especially in the winter months 
when the river becomes swollen with rain. 
The central area is most likely to be 
affected, and one would have thought that 
pressure of public opinion would long ago 
have induced those responsible to take 
proper steps to safeguard it. But Cork 
men, as a whole, do not seem to take the 
matter very seriously. 


INTERESTING FIND AT 


The reported discovery of gold in County 
Tyrone is a reminder that the South also 
has more mineral resources than many 
people imagine. Quite recently, for 
example, a very interesting find was made 
near Cloyne, County Cork, and experts 
think that it may have important results, 
if properly developed. 

A curious seam of red and black clay 
was discovered running for a considerable 
distance below the level of the ground. 
Samples were tested at the Chemical De- 
partment of University College, Cork, 
where it was found that the red clay 
strongly resembled alunite boneash, which 
is used extensively in foundry work and 
also in the manufacture of chinaware and 
bricks. Hitherto this clay has had to be 
imported from America or Belgium, and 
Cork factories should benefit greatly from 
its discovery so near the city. The black 
clay, which is of an oily nature, has not 
vet been fully analysed, but it is thought 
that it, too, may be put to commercial 
uses. 

Another potential industry exists at 
Rostellan, and it is said that the sand 
there could be used in the making of such 
diverse things as face powder, soap and 
gramaphone records. For these purposes, 
however, the sand must be very fine, and 
it appears that no means has yet been 
invented for separating the small grains 
from the larger ones. If once this could 
be devised, Rostellan’s development would 
be assured. 


CLOYNE. 


TOYMAKER TO ROYALTY. 


The work of Sergeant F. J. Springer, a 
Corkman, who has been bedridden for 
many years, was favourably noticed by the 
Duchess of York when she visited an 
exhibition by disabled ex-Service men in 
London last week. Last year the Duchess 
bought ane of his toys for Princess 


Elizabeth, and the result has been a great 
demand for work turned out by him. 
Sergeant Springer was disabled in the 
Boer War, and has since been an inmate 
of the Protestant Incurables’ Home in 
Cork. It was not until the beginning of 
the Great War, however, that he began 
making toys and woollen rugs, in which he 
has gained remarkable proficiency. His 
work at the annual exhibxtens in London

is often purchased by Royal visitors, and 
a few years ago the Queen sent him a 
special letter of congratulation.

EXHIFITS IN PACKING CASES. 


As was noted a few weeks ago, Cork has 
been without a museum since Fitzgerald 
Park was taken over by the Corporation, 
and at present there seems “to be little 
prospect of the city’s acquiring one. The 
situation is made all the more remarkable 
by the fact that University College pos- 
sesses the nucleus of a very fine museum, 
and is unable to show its exhibits for want 
of space. The College museum, indeed, 1s 
much more than a nucleus, and is at least 
as complete as the old city museum was. 
The natural history section, in particular, 
is very extensive, and there is also a fine 
collection of Ogham stones, ‘‘ celts ” and 
other valuable relics of the Irish Stone 
Age. 

& great number of these exhibits, how- 
ever, is still in packing-cases, as there is 
nowhere else to put them, and the re- 
mainder of the collection is contained 
within two rooms of moderate size. 
Accommodation being so meagre, the 
specimens are literally crammed into the 
show-cases, and proper classification 1s 
rendered extremely difficult. 

As things are, the public, and even the 
university students, have no real oppor- 
tunity of seeing this collection, and some 
arrangement might be arrived at between 
the Corporation and the College authori- 
ties. If this could be done, it should be 
easy to reserve part of the new City Hall 
for the purpose, and thus lay the founda 
tions for a really good museum in Cork ; 
but University College would probably be 
unwilling to lend their collection unless 
they were assured that it would be well 
looked after. 


MISCELLAAY, 


The Cork branch of the British Legion

IRISHMAN'S DIARY 


Old Blackrock: 
The Moat of Rathvilly : 
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A Cowry Strand : 


Stone Walls. 
“ Sweet Rose of Portadown.” 
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Old Blackrock. 


According to all accounts, Blackrock 
was a very popular resort with Dubliners 
of former days. The old Rock road must 
have presented a strange sight on Sundays 
and holidays over a century ago, when it 
was crowded with’ excursionists, packed 
on the popular (because the only avail- 
able) vehicles of the time. These cars 
have been described by a contemporary 
writer as “ the drollest and most divert- 
ing conveyances imaginable.’’ Two long 
shafts, a few boards, and a pair of very 
low wheels cut out of a solid block, were 
their main components. On this founda- 
tion a feather bed was laid, and six 
persons sat back to back, with their feet 
hanging down and almost touching the 
ground. It is not surprising to learn that 
‘houses of entertainment ” were nume- 
reus along the r_ute, and that Blackrock 
achieved an unenviable reputation for its 
immense consumption of ‘‘ claret and 
spirituous liquors.’’ 

3lackrock’s principal inn in 1764 was 
“The Sign of the Ship,’’ and some years 
later there was “ The Three Tun Tavern,’ 
kept by one Bishop, and noted for good 
cheer. The narrowness of the approaches 
to the town and the sloping paths to the 
sea were blamed for frequent accidents, 
but the truthful historian to-day will feel 
compelled to include other factors. When 
the Lords Lieutenant were resident at 
Blackrock House the township experienced 
‘the sweets of dissipation at so high a 
decree that even Bath could scarce take 
the lead for gaiety and amusement.”’ It 
was at this time that the fruit shows, 
known as “ Melon Feasts,’ were installed 
These provided much competition among 
the gardeners of the “ nobilities ’’ for the 
elegant gold medals offered as prizes. 


Che Woat of Rathvitty. 


Of all the ancient raths in various parts 
of the country, none is held in greater 
awe than the Moat of Rathvilly, in 
County Carlow. It is said that the people 
in that district would not dream of taking 
away a bit of dead wood that might have 
fallen there. Many vears ago. the story 
goes, part of the top of the moat subsided, 
leaving a jagged hole that showed the 
hillock to be hollow. An old man who 
lived near at hand warned his neighbours 
repeatedly of the danger of investigating 
any further, and most of them were quite 
ready to take his advice. One man, how- 
ever, let his curiosity get the better of 
him, and, having climbed to the top of 
the moat, he heard music coming from the 
inside, and he peeped in. There he saw 
many tiny men and women dressed in 
green and white, and dancing in a ring. 
As soon as he had seen them, one of the 
little men thrust upwards with a long 
wand. and destroyed the sight of the peep- 
ing eye nearest to him, so that the inquisi- 
tive one was “blind of an eve” to his 
dving day. After that the hole was filled 
in carefully, ard no one showed anv desire 
to follow up the discovery, i 


A Cowru Sirand. 


My allusion in the “ Diaryv ” recently 
to vnusual finds in Dunworly Bay re. 
minds a corresnondent of another heach 
in Countv Cork where unusual objects 
can be picked up. The place is a litte 
cove near Myrtleville, outside Cork War 
hour. and the objects ate cowries, millions

few species are European, but most are 
tropical. Cowry “ moneta,’’ the money 
‘cowry, is the best known of all this genus 
of molluscs, and is so named from its use 
as a substitute for coins in many parts of 
Asia and Africa. This cowry is cf 
yellowish- colour, and averages about an 
inch in length. The rate of exchange in 
Bengal, I am told, works out at thirty- 
eight such shells to the Englisa farthing 
—over thirty six thousand to the pound. 


“Sweet Rose of Portadown.” 


- It is not often. that two dignitaries of 
the Church of Ireland collaborate as song- 
writer and composer. Yet I see that the 
results achieved in this connection by the 
Reverend Canon Archer, B.D., Rector of 
Seagoe, Co. Armagh, and the Reverend 
Canon Percy Marks, B.D., Rector of 
Tandragee, are highly satisfactory from a 
musical and artistic point of view. Canon 
Archer wrote the words of the song, 
‘‘ Sweet Rose of Portadown,’’ which is a 
eulogy of this important Co. Armagh town 
and the River Bann, which flows through 
it. Canon Marks is a son of Dr. Marks, 
who was for many years organist of 
Armagh Cathedral, and he has supplied a 
tune of the traditional Irish type. The 
sony adds another to the long series of 
songs upon Irish towns and districts, 
which many composers, including the late 
Percy French, have made famous. 


Stone Walls. 


The other day, while walking along the 
Stillorgan road, 1 was considering the 
never-ceasing stream of motor traffic from 
the usual pedestrian’s point of view, when 
I suddenly became aware of one benefit 
which it has brought in its train. Large 
breaches have been made at certain points 
in the high stone walls which ba go 
many of the roads in County Dublin, and 
iron railings have been substituted, so that 
it is now possible at intervals to obtain 
glimpses of the landscape which were not 
previously available. Many of these walls 
were built by wealthy landed proprietors 
to provide work for the poor during such 
periods as the ‘‘ hard frost ” of 1741-1742 
There was no serious wages problem in 
those days, and some fanciful edifices were 
erected by well-disposed persons. The 
Obelisk at Maynooth, the quaintly-shaped 
barn at Leixlip and the Killiney Obelisk 
are examples. An inscription on the 
Obelisk at Killiney states that the 
structure itself and the walls about the 
surrounding hills were built by John 
Mapas, Esq., in 1742, ‘‘ last year being 
haid with the poor.’’ It is interesting to 
note that the first breaches in the high 
stone walls with which the landed gentry 
of the eighteenth century surrounded their 
estates should have been caused not by 
political agitation, but by the exigencies 
of modern transport.

PLACE OF FILMS IN 
SCHOOLS. 


THIS WEEK’S DUBLIN 
ATTRACTIONS.

URING the past month there has been 
1) considerable discussion in England 
about the place which films should 
take in schools, and it may be of interest 
to note what the Board of Education of the 
City of New Yor’ has done in the matter. 
Ten years ago the buaid began its experiments 
with films in the elementary schools under 
its control, and as a result of its experience 
it has now decided to bring films into more 
general use in educational work. Already 
about half the schools are equipped with the 
necessary apparatus, and two teachers are 
to he appointed to each of 700 schools as 
supervisors of visual instruction. It is re- 
ported that about 300 suitable films are 
available for exhibition in schools, and that 
definite work has been started on educational 
films suited to the needs of the children.

Sir John Lumsden, Chief Commissioner of 


the St. John Ambulance Brigafle in the 
Irish Free State, who presided, said that the 
Brigade Welfare diningrooms for feeding 
expectant mothers had now passed out of the 
experimental stage and had become such an 
established success that a fourth diningroom 


had recently been ovened at Unity Hall, 
through the good offices of the Workers’ 
Union of Ireland. That their efforts had 
proved of value was shown by the support 
given to the scheme by Dr. M. J. Russell, 
| Chief Medical Officer of Health in Dublin, 
| and the Public Health Department. 

He went on to say that every enlightened 
| country was giving more and more attention 
| to the question of child education and pre 
servation. and some countries had far ex 
ceeded anything that had been done in Ire 
land so far. 

The St. John effort had proved its useful 
ness. Starving women were fed during a! 
critical period to enable them to bring strong | 
and healthy babies into the world The | 
mothers were instructed as to the feeding of | 
their babies, and baby clothes were supplied. 
with the result that there has been a very 
low infant mortality rate. and not one of their 
mothers had died at childbirth. 

The Secretary, Miss Barrington, reported | 
that at the department’s four diningrooms in 
the city upwards of 120 very poor expectant 
and nursing mothers received a specially pre 
pared dinner dailv. Each diningroom cost 
the department £250 per annum. This yea 
thev budgeted for 280 cases, but at the end 
of the vear 328 women will have been seen 
through their confinements, and unless the 
department made a very big success of the 
| sale they would be faced with a deficit of 
nearly £200 on the year’s work. 

Dr. Russell and Dr. Ella Webb also 
appealed to the public to support the Welfare 
Department. 

The Lord Mayor (Senator Alfred Byrne) 
referred to the magn'ficent work carried on 
by the St. John Ambulance Brigade during 
1916 and 1922. when. at the risk of life, thev 
gave voluntary services to the sick. Their 
new work in catering for the needs of the 
exnectant mother and enabling her to get 
proper nourishment was admirabe, and it 
deserved the support of every citizen in the 
State.

Salmon Fishing 
Prospects.

HE fact that salmon fishing on the River 
Sianey continues to aitract about the 


same number of sportsmen from year to 
year over a considerable period past is re- 
flected in the annual balance sheet‘ prepared 
by the clerk (Mr. J. Neill) for the Board of 
Fishery Conservators 

Although the two greatest factors that make 


presence or absence of fiooding—vary con- 
siderably, and are beyond control, about the 
same number of residenis and visitors from 
abroad retarn summer after summer to fish 
in their favourite -waters. Good average 


Dublin and Rosslave are features that influence 
many anglers in their preference for the 
Slaney. 

According to the balance sheet, the total 
receipts last year amonnted to £1,40. The 
average for the previcus five years was £1,425. 
Last year there were 118 rods licensed for the 
full season and 41 for a shorter period, and 
105 nets. In the five preceding years the 
average number of rod licences for the whole 
season was 125, and 44 rods for shorter 
periods, with 128 nets. The clerk has esti- 
mated for 124 rods and 110 nets for the whole 
next year, and also for 3Q rods for 
shorter periods. 

FOREIGN VISITORS. 

The arrival of great numbers of foreign 
visitors to lreland next year may cause an in- 
crease in the Board’s revenue. Many of them 
will arrive in the height of the fishing season, 
and the short term licences are provided for 
such visitors. 

Since the salmon fishing season closed on 
the Slaney in mid-September there has been a 
very good run of salmon from the sea, much 
better than for many years. ‘This indicates 
a good supply of fish next year. The 
cormorants do not appear to be as busy as 
in former years. A few years ago they were 
kept in check by the Board paying a bonus 
of a few shillings for each cormorant’s head 
brought in, but fixed expenses, such as water 
bailiffs’ wages and other items, have become 
so great that there is no margin now avail- 
able for incidentals, and cormorants and seals 
are no longer destroyed for the sake of the 
Board’s reward.

The Italian Way. 


Unemployment has become a serious 
problem in Italy ; even in France it begins 
to cause anxiety, and the Governments of 
both countries are giving much thought to 
it. In Italy Fascismo pins its faith to 
large schemes of public works, for which 
credits are voted by the Government, the 
Provinces and the Communes. During the 
coming months Rome, Milan, Genoa and 
other cities will find work of this sort for 
20,000 men at a cost of nearly £3,000,000. 
Some native critics, as we learn from the 
Milan Uorrespondent of The Times, 
object that the policy of public works 
on a large scale puts a too heavy burden 
on the taxpayer; but Signor Mussolini 
meets this criticism with arguments which 
are not merely imperious, but substantial.

needs remain to be satisfied in Italy. He

Public works, 
however, will absorb only a portion of 
Italy’s 1,000,000 unemployed, and other 
plans have been framed which invite 
the loyal co-operation of employers and 
workers. The general idea is an equality 
of sacrifice. Employers are asked to 
dismiss all persons who enjoy civil 
pensions, and to introduce a system of 
shifts which will give smaller wages to 
larger staffs. Funds for the relief of 
unemployment have been opened by all 
the Prefects. To these the industrialists 
give the equivalent of a day’s pay a month 
for every man whom they employ, and 
the workers’ syndicates contribute a 
fraction of their members’ earnings. In 
Milan the 400,000 working people of the 
province give the equivalent of an hour’s 
work a month. Banks and savings banks 
are offering large sums to the funds; the 
Correspondent of The Times pays a high 
tribute to the national solidarity in this 
economic crisis. There is no demand in 
any quarter for the institution of the 
British dole system—which, indeed, the 
whole country regards with suspicion and 
dislike.

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Local Dialects. 


the rescue of local 
dialects has been growing in England— 
especially in Yorkshire. Dialect, of course, 
must not be confused with accent ; for it is 
a local language complete with its own 
grammar, idiom and vocabulary. Owing to 
the march of popular education the 
dialects have been losing ground steadily ; 
and, so long ago as 1905, Professor Wright, 
in the introduction to his “ English 
Dialect Grammar,” expressed the view 
that in another twenty-five years sufficient 
material for the compilation of such a 
work would not have existed. Mr. W. J. 
Halliday, the Editorial Secretary of the 
Yorkshire Dialect Society, writing in The 
Observer, now urges all those who are 
interested in the preservation of dialects +o 
buy gcamaphone records. Records of the 
Northumbrian dialects have been 
under the auspices of the Armstrong 
College, Newcastle, and Mr. Halliday 
hopes that the practice will be extended 
throughout the country. It appears that 
satisfactory results from the use of the 
gramaphone already have been achieved in 
Norway, France and Germany. Perhaps, 
some use will be made of the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, which did not 
hesitate to appoint a Committee to instruct 
the English in the proper pronunciation of 
their native tongue. We hope that we 
shall not be accused of iconoclasm if we 
wonder whether or not all this trouble is 
worth while. To most people the attrac- 
tion of local speech is its accent, which, 
being geographical and climatic, can be 
left to take care of itself. The passing 
of the dialects, if they pass, must be 
regretted in so far as the loss of all 
picturesque survivals must be regretted, 
but their interest to-day is more academic 
than real.

THE DUBLIN THEATRES. 

TO THE EPITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Srr,—‘' The onloooker sees most of the 
game ” is a cliche of ancient origin, but the 
phrase fits the case in the present instance. 
For some weeks now I have been enjoying 
hospitality on the shores of Ireland, and inc: 
dentally have visited several theatres and 
concerts. On every occasion enjoyment has 
been marred by the utter selfishness of late- 
comers, whose noisy entrance caused disturb 
ance This was abominably evident at the 
matinée of ‘The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street.” Not only that, but during the 
intervals many people went out, which, of 
course, is permissible: but what was most 
decidedly tot permissible was the return to 
seats after lights had been lowered and the 
next act begun. At the Gate Theatre also 
this obnoxious habit is too common. As a 
race the Irish wear the mantle of good 
manners with a charm that is seen nowhere 
else in the world, but, alas! many of them 
drop that mantle on entering a theatre. [et 
it be said that the worst transgressurs ate 
to be found im the dress circle and orchestra! 
stalls. This is an offence which can easilv 
be rectified, and should not be tolerated. 

In many theatres in England and Scotland 
the doors are locked once the lights are 
lowered, and in no case is anyone allowed t 
enter until the curtain runs down on the first 
scene, A between the acts the same rule 
is enforced. Surely, out of politeness to the 
actors, who must be distracted at tines bh: 
the ill-mannered unpunctuality, and also out 
of consideration to those in the audience whe 
are in their seats in time, late-comers should 
be made to feel the rudeness of their wavs 
Many well-known actors have expressed 
astonishment at Dublin’s bad behaviour, and 
in consequence have said that thev wil] not 
return. This unpunctuality is a form of gross 
ignorance which should be ruthlessly stamped 
out, not only for the sake of the actors and 
audience, but for the sake of Dublin's good

AN URGENT CALL. 


At no time could this appeal to in. 
dividual choice reasonably have raised any 
economic objection. An earlier generation 
might, perhaps, have felt a sense of guilt 
In consenting to direct its preference, even 
by voluntary action, to British goods in 
the home market. Their days were 
prosperous days, and the appeal must then 
have been chiefly to sentiment. Something 
starker than sentiment gives urgency to 
the present call. National solvency, as 
measured by the value of sterling, is no 
longer defended by the gold reserves. 
The gold mechanism is out of action. 
The value of the currency now de- 
pends, and depends immediately. upon 
balanced trade and a balanced Budget. 
In other terms, it depends upon the 
amount of imported produce {hat the 
British purchaser can dispense with, upon 
the degree by “hich exports can be in- 
creased to such profitable customers as the 
Dominions and the Colonies, upon the re- 
duction of such unproductive expenditure 
as that which is flooding out through un- 
employment, and upon the increase of 
revenue to be earned by British industry. 

When the present need is looked at in 
this way, it will be seen how largely the 
British public carries its fortunes in its 
own hand. In round figures, if expendi- 
ture at the rate of one shilling a head of 
the population were diverted every week 
from the foreign to the British producer, 
the gain would be £100,000,000. There is, 
therefore, no empty emotion in the advice 
to “ Buy British.” It is a reasoned argu- 
ment addressed to enlightened  self- 
interest and to the elementary sense of 
self-preservation.

Let 
them go to the Guards, give up such arms 
as they have got and keep their under- 
takings, and, as far as the Government 
was concerned, their past would be abso- 
lutely a clean sheet.

DIFFICULT TIMES. 

Having referred to the general economic 
depression, the Minister said that they 
must bear in mind that they would have 
dificult times to face.

TRIBUTE TO OLD IRISH 
PARTY. 


This meeting that we are holding here 
this evening is, in many respects, full of 
hope for the future. For the first time 
Captain Redmond, members of the Govern- 
ment and myself appear together on the 
same public platform, and the City of 
Waterford is a fitting place for our first 
appearance. I am very happy that this 
occasion should have come about. More 
than once in recent years I and other 
members of the Government have felt 
impelled to recall the great services that 
were renedred to this country by the old 
Irish Parliamentary Party, of which for 
so many years Captain Redmond’s father 
was the distinguished head.

Saturday night heard as strange a 
story put across the footlights as ever 
- was enacted in drama. It was brought about by 
Mrs. T. Kettle, Chairman of the Dublin Public 
_ Assistance Board, who had become interested 
in a Dublin dramatist’s destitution, and had 
assembled a distinguished company In an 
” effort to obtain recognition of the talents of 
Daniel Gibbons as a playwright and an actor. 
The author-actor of “ After All That ” at 
present, is subsisting on Poor Law relief in a 
ene-roomed tenement. Three days last week 
Mr. Gibbons worked as a labourer, under the 
Unemployed Relief Scheme, and at night he 
nerformed a principal part in his play at the 
Abbey Theatre. The play was earning noth- 
' Ing. “It was a good play of the O'Casey type, 
but he had not the money to advertise it, 
and in order to maintain his wife and chil- 
dren for the week the dramatist had to worx 
with pick and shovel removing refuse from a 
‘city waste lot. The Relief Scheme regula- 
tions do not permit a man to earn more than 
30s. a week, and the family lived on that 
amount in their tenement room, on, which 
there ig a heavy burden of overdue rent. 


AN APPEAL. 

Mrs. Kettle’s friends, and other persons in 
the audience, were so moved by the merits 
of Daniel Gibbons’s plav and its good acting, 
that a hurried consultation was held, and 
after the dropping of the final curtain it was 
raised again todiscover the Lord Mayor before 
the footlights and the playwright-actor, wig 
in hand. beside him. 

The Lerd Mayor begged the audience not 
to leave until they had listened to an appeal 
which he had heen asked to make. 

With all the company of actors grouped 
about him in their motley, he moved the 
audience with as strange an address as ever 
stirred emotion in the auditoriwm of a 
theatre. 

He said that they had just seen a good 
Play—a tragi-comedy of Dublin life. “Mr. 
JPeniei Gibbons, the writer, belonged to the 
O Casey School. His characterisation was 
so fine and so realistic that they had lived 
through the scenes he had put before them, 
and they had shared the laughter and tears 
ct “Red O’Bnen’’ (Mr. Gibbons) and his 
colleagues in the play. 


“APPALLING CONDITIONS.” 


The author of the play, who had given 
them such a delightful study of the character 
of “ Red O'Brien.” had written under appal- 
ling conditions. He had been for five years 
one of Dublin’s unemployed, living in the 
slums in the direst poverty. Had he not 
been possessed of indomitable courage and 
wrseverance he must have gone under. 
lany times, in order to purchase the 
materiais of his trade, he had had to go 
hungry. Dependent on him were his wife and 
five children. His struggle had been heroic. 

The play that they had seen denoted high 
talent—even genius. If the author had pro- 
duced such work in adverse circumstances, 
what might he not have done in a decent 
environment ? i 

“Will you not lend him a helping hand ?'' 
asked the Lord Mayor. “Will some mem- 
bers of the audience, with their friends out- 
side, form a small committee to devise 
means to give Daniel Gibbons his chance’ 
From what I have learned of his other works 
and his character, Í am of opinion that if 
you help him now to fulfil himself, you will 
one day be grateful to me for giving you the 
privilege of helping him.” 


A FURTHER PERFORMANCE. 

The Lord Mayor added, amid applause, 
that if such a committee was formed he 
would associate himself with it, and they 
eould organise a benefit performance of 
Gibbons’s play in the Round Room of the 
Mansion Tá to help the author and his 
family. The Lord Mayor praised the ‘“‘ cast’’ 
as good actors, and as bode 4 comrades, for the 
way in which they had stood by Gibbons a 
whole week, and for giving such a capital 
presentation of his play. 

When the curtain had been dropped there 
Was an insistent call of ' author.” 

The playwright came forward, and said 
that apparently there was an _ interested 
audience in the house, but it was the first 
audience of any size that they had had, 
because there had been no money to adver- 
tise the play. He wanted to express his 
gratitude to the theatre management and the 
staff, and to all who had given him their 
help, especially the company of actors. 

Before the audience left the theatre, Mrs. 
Kettle, the Lord Mayor, and a number of 
ladies and gentlemen consulted, and it was 
agreed to carry out the Lord Mayor’s sug- 
gestion, and have a benefit performance.

HIGH COURT ALLOWS A.A, 
APPEAL. 

The Automobile Association has successfully 
appealed to the High Court in London 
against the conviction of a motorist charged 
with alternative offences in one summons. 

In the first: instance the motorist was 


actually served with two summonses, con- |* 


taining five offences. One summons specified 
three offences—driving recklessly or at a 
speed or in a manner which was dangerous 
to the public, while the other summons 
included two offences—-driving without due 
care and attention or without reasonable con- 
sideration. The first summons was dismissed, 
but the Godalming Bench convicted on the 
second, imposing a maximum fine of £20. 

The Divisional Court unanimously upheld 
the contention of Mr. Laurence Vine 
{instructed by the Automobile Association) 
that the conviction was bad for duplicity, and 
awarded costs against the police.

A SELF-SUPPORTING COUNTRY.

The price paid for cattle was so low that, if it 
went any lower, they could not be produced 
at all. On the other hand, they sold us their 
manufactures at a handsome profit. 


WHEAT-GROWING. 

Free State Ministers asked them did they 
want to become like Canada, who had more 
wheat than she could find a market for.

Mr. Andrew Mooney presided at a meeting 
of the Cumann na nGaedheal held in Drum- 
shambo yesterday. 

Mr. P. Reynolds, T.D., said that in the 
next twelve months an election would be held, 
and it was up to the people to decide what 
party would be the Government of the 
country. Cumann na nGaedheal were pre- 
pared to abide by majority rule, and were 
against people raising guns to people's heads. 

Mr. M. Roddy, -T.D., Parliamentary. Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Lands, said that, 
under’ the Land Act of 1925,: passed by the 
Dail, the people had benefited, and through- 
out the Free State the benefit, amotinted to 
£200,000, and he thought that’a substantia! 
saving to the farmers, As one Government 
department, they had done all they could for 
the farmers. 


STABLE CONDITIONS. ~. 

The Government had done well, and had 
succeeded in keeping the: conditions stable, 
and had built up the main industry, . They 
were the best-off State in the world. Specta- 
cular and fantastic proposals had been made 
by the Opposition, but the reason that they 
did not adopt them was th-t they. were found 
on a cursory examination to be unsound, Mr, 
de Valera’s policy was to set up boards for 
everything, and in the past this was a board- 
ridden country. Mr. de Valera was true to 
all his technique, and wanted to throw his 
responsibility on a board. It was a cowardly 
thing to transfer the authority of an Execu- 
tive Government to boards. England was 
their best market. Mr. de Valera was advo- 
cating non-co-operation with England, but a 
more nonsensical statement never emanated 
from a responsible politician in any country. 

He said that the Government intended to 
keep in touch with the Government of 
England in the interests of the farmers, and 
that they would see that whatever changes 
would take pa would operate in the 
interests of the farmers. 

Mr. James N. Dolan “said that £27,200 had 
been spent, in that district alone in relief 
rants, All the promises made had been 
faithfully carried out by the Government.

RAILWAYMEN TAKE 
ACTION. 


RESOLUTION BY DUBLIN 
COUNCIL OF N.U.R.

At a meeting of the Dublin District Coun- 
cil of the National Union of Railwaymen, 
held at the offices of the N.U.R. on Saturday, 
the following resolution was adopted :— 

“That this special delegate conference of 
the Dublin District Council of the N.U.R., 
called for the purpose of considering the 
serious situation which has arisen in the rail- 
way industry through the illegal and uncon- 
stitutional action of the Great Southern Rail- 
ways in :— oe 

“ (1) Degrading of positions and reducing 
the pay of men with long and faithful ser- 
vice; 

“+ (2) Reduction of classification and wages 
of various grades of employés; | 

“ (5) The treatment of men injured in the 
service of the company, being, in the first 
instance, deprived of the means of earning 
their liveliaood, and, secondly, the reduction 
in the compensation provided under the 
Workmen’s Compensation Acts—decides that 
we cannot tolerate such unjust end unreason- 
able treatment. 

“ We instruct our representatives to take 
the necessary steps to isa about, a speedy 
and satisfactory decision that would restore 
the confidence of the employés of the Great 
Southern Railways, upon whom we call to 
honour the agreements made on their behalf, 
and which have been signed by responsible 
officers of that company. 

“We would point out that, as members of 
the N.U.R., we loyally accepted the recent 
decision of the Irish Railway Wages Board, 
who decided that reductions would be made 
in our -éarnings, and that agreemeent should 
be honoured by all parties concerned. 

“ We further instruct our members to keep 
in close touch with their local representatives, 
so that we may be ready for any eventuality 
that might arise.

HE actual amount of money that will 

be available for distribution among 

prize-winners in the Irish Hospitals’ 
Sweupstake on the Manchester November 
Han gee 5 will not be made known until next 
Wednesday morning, when the draw will 
begin in the Plaza at 9.30. Estimates vary, 
the most optimistic venturing as high as 
£3,000,000, and the less venturesome from 
£2,000,000 to £2,750,000. 

Taking the figure at £2,000,000, there 
would be 20 first prizes of £30,000 each: 
20 second prizes of £15,000 each; 20 third 
prizes. of £10,000 each; 1,060 prizes of 
£660: 7s, 6)d. each; and 2,000 cash prizes 
of £100 each. In addition, there will be the 
usual consolation prizes to sellers of winning 
tickets. 


FORMER “SWEEPS.” 


The total sums available for distribution 
as prize money, and the amounts paid to 
the hospitals. in the former sweepstakes, 
were :— 

Manchester November Handicap, 1930:— 
Prize fund, £417,585 lis. lld.: hospitals, 
£131,797 19s 64. 

Grand National, 1931 :—Prize fund,

It should be noted that this covered a 
period of six and a half months—from 17th 
November, 1930, the date of the draw for 
the first sweepstake, to 30th May, 1931, the 
date of the draw for the third sweepstake. 


THE BIG BLAST. 


Arrangements for the draw on Wednesday 
have been completed. On Tuesday the 
counterfoils will be removed under police 
escort from the headquarters in Earlsfort 
terrace to the Plaza, where they will be 
mixed by two rotary air-blast machines 
specially constructed for the purpose. 

Over fifty trucks, each of which will be 
filled with counterfoils, will carry their cargo 
on a miniature railway which has been con- 
structed in the Plaza to the machines, and 
when a button has been pressed a dynamo 
will operate in a huge glass blower standing 
six feet high, and having a depth of four feet 
and a width of ten feet. Counterfoils at the 
rate of one million an hour will be placed in 
the blower and thoroughly mixed. 


POLICE GUARD. 


The. work of loading into the drum will 
begin afterwards, and the task will be com- 
pleted on the following morning. the drum 
being guarded all night by members of the 
Civic Guard, The drum has been made 
specially for this draw. It weighs over four 
tons, and is capable of holding ten million 
counterfoils. It has twenty-four portholes— 
four more than the Derby drum. 

The draw, which will be under the direction 
of General O’Duffy, will be opened at 9.30 
o'clock by Lord Powerscourt, chairman of the 
Hospitals’ Committee, and the Lord Mayor 
of Dublin. Less than an hour later, it is ex- 
pected, the first counterfoil will be taken from 
the drum. The draw, it is thought, will 
corichude on Friday. 

There will be a procession of hospital 
purses to the drum with counterfoils, and a 
statement will be made by Lord Powerscourt 
aud by the auditors. The numbers of the 
tickets drawn will be announced through the 
medium of loud speakers, and loud speakers 
in BStephen’s Green will announce results 
to. the public there. 

Thée..Dublin Metropolitan Guards’ Band 
will yat intervals during the draw, and 
upwards of three hundred people will be 
employed in carrying out the details of the 
draw. 


MANY VISITORS. 


All the seating accommodation in the Plaza 
has been allocated. Over two hundred news- 
paper representatives will be present, and 
over 2, ticket-holders are coming from 
Great Britain and the Continent to watch 
the proceedings. 

The preparations for the draw have entailed 
an enormous amount of care and labour. 
Large staffs have been werking late and early 
to cope with the rush of late despatches. 
and one official facetiously described himself 
as “the man who has not slept for a 
wonth.”” Notwithstanding the strain, the 
officials have maintained an admirable spirit 
ul patience and courtesy, but will welcome 
any leisure that they may have from the end 
of the present sweep until they enter on the 
dulies of preparing for the next . 


THE NEW TICKETS, 
The next ‘‘sweep”’ will be held in March, 
and the tickets already have been printed. 
These are of a pretty design. They are 
rrinted in red, black and green on white 
paper, with a watermark different from that 
of the last tickets. Instead of the Hospitals’ 
Trust watermark there is the name of the 
mills which made the paper, with a 
guarantee that the paper is made in Ireland 
by them. The mark extends across the 
entire paper, which bears a bold warning 
across its face in the words “Do not pur- 
chase this ticket unless you are absolutely 
certain of the seller’s trustworthiness, and 
whose address is known and verified by you.”’ 
The medallion is a picture of a girl innurse’s 
uniform, the ieigine! of the photograph being, 
im fact. a member of the staff of the Hos- 
pitals’ Sweeps.

ALLEVIATING EVILS OF 
UNEMPLOYMENT. 


. Means of enlarging the field of employment 
are suggested in a resolution that has been 
adopted by the United Council of the 
Christian Ciurches aud Religious Communions 
in Ireland It states :— 

The United Council of Christian 
Churches in Ireland are deeply concerned 
with the gravity of the situation which 
has arisen owing to the lack of employ- 
ment in Ireland, Great Britain, and most 
parts of the world. They regard as a 
challenge to the Christian Church the fact 
that multitudes of men and women in 
Christian countries and elsewhere who 
desire to earn their daily bread are un- 
able to find employment. They are con- 
fronted with the perplexing position that 
while there is a great over-production (so- 
called) of commodities there are at the 
same time great numbers of people on 
the verge of starvation. 

The U.C.C.C. are persuaded that the 
world situation should be carefully, im- 
partially and scientifically enploned, and 
appeal to the Churches they represent to 
seek Divine guidance, and to bear their 

art in promoting without delay such an 
investigation. 

Meanwhile, they declare their great 
sympathy with those who desire to earn 
their livelihood hy honest work and are 
precluded from doing so in the present 
circumstances, , 

Pending a comprehensive solution of 
the cer Sg they call .upon Christian 
people to see to it that whatever. money 
may be at their disposal for expenditure is 
used, as far as possible, for the purchase 
of those commodities which in their pro- 
duction provide’ the largest amount of 
labour, and in every other possible way 
to do what they can to enlarge the field 
of employment.

RIGHT OF APPEAL. 

It will be remembered that among the 
Constitutional rights expressly reserved by 
the Free State Constitution is the right of 
the subject to apply to His Majesty in 
Council iy liberty to appeal from a decision 
ot the Free State Supreme Court. This right 
is implicit in the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921. 
which was given the force of law by Act of 
the Imperial Parliament in 1922, and, accord- 
ingly, unlike the case of any other Dominion, 
is guaranteed by express contract between 
the two countries. 

From the start the Free State Government 
objected to the exercise of this prerogative 
of the Crown, and have expressed their inten- 
tion of introducing: legislation during the 
present year to abolish this Constitutional 
right. They obviously hope to be in a posi- 
tion to do so by sine sen artices, as soon as 
the Statute of Westminster becomes law. 


HARBOUR FACILITIES. 

If, as a result of this Statute, the Free 
State Government are to be placed in a posi- 
tion, at their own volition, to abolish this 
provision of the Anglo-Irish Treaty, there will 
be nothing to prevent them from tearing 


‘un the entire Treaty, including those pro- 


visions that directly affect Great Britain. 
Among the latter may be mentioned the obli- 
gation to afford His Majesty’s Imperial 
Forces (a) in time of peace such harbour and 
other facilities as are indicated in the annex 
to the Treaty, and (b) in time of war or 
strained relations with a foreign Powgr such 
harbour and other facilities as the British 
Government may require for the purpose of 
defence. 

In the Annex to the Treaty restrictions are 
placed on the Free State as to the landing of 
submarine cables or establishing wireless 
stations for communication to places outside 
Ireland, and the Free State undertakes to 
maintain lighthuoses, buoys, beacons and 
navigation marks—a vitally important matter 
for British shipping and commerce. Already 
the Labour leader in the Free State Senate 
has demanded that the time is ripe to abro- 
gate the obligation imposed to afford facili 
ties to His Majesty's Imperial Forces. 


THE LAST TANGIBLE LINK. 
The right of appeal is valued by a large 
body of Loyalists in the Free State, not only 
as the safeguard that it was intended to be, 
but as the last tangible link that 
binds their countrye to the Empire. 
If the Imperial Parliament allow this safe- 
guard to be set at nought, what weight can 
be attached to any safeguards for minorities 
that may be suggested in connection with 
India? It is, aceordingly, of paramount im- 
portance that in the Statute of Westminster 
Anglo-Irsh Treaty rights should be expressly 
reserved “from the operation of Free State 
legislation. 
his, after all, will only be in accord with 
the attitude originally adopted by the Free 
State itself. By legislation passed there in 
1922 giving the force of law to the Ang!o- 
Irish Treaty, similar to that passed by the 
Imperial Parliament, already referred to, it 
was provided that, if any provision of the 
Free State Constitution, or of any law made 
thereunder, were in any way repugnant to any 
other provisions of the Treaty, it should, to 
the extent of such repugnancy, be absolutely 
void and inoperative.

R. MOLLISON has abandoned his 
M attempt to beat Miss Salaman's 
‘‘record ” flight to the Cape, in con- 
sequence of the severe damage his machine 
suttered when he made a forced landing in 
a maize field, near Minia. Upper Egypt, last 
night. 

Ar. Mollison crossed the African coast 
line at El Soloum and passed over Cairo at 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. making for Khar- 
toum. 

As he was following the Nile southwards 
towards Asyut, his reserve tank petrol pump 
broke, and he was forced to land about 150 
miles from Catro. 

He was thrown from his machine by the 
force of the landing, but was unhurt. 

The aeroplane was, however, irreparably 
damaged. Not only were the propeller ard 
the rudder broken, but the top planes sere 
smashed, and a continuation of the flight is 
out of the question.

AKRESTS IN A CHURCH.

Further plots are engacing the attention of 
the police, and filling columns in the Madrid 
Press. Yesterday a score of arrests were 
made without, however, involving anyone in 
any serious charges, judging from the state- 
ments made by the Chief of Police, who said 
that little importance attached to the matter. 
According to Fl Sol, four military officers, 
a monk, a Jesuit who is the Prefect of a 
larce school, two aristocrats, and a leader 
of the Jaimist movement, were under arrest. 
Further arrests will, it seems, shortly take 
place from San Sebastian and Bilbao. 

As far as can be ascertained, the alleged 
conspiracy is largely a ‘‘ corner in plots” by 
an individual employed in the official pawn- 
shop, who has chosen this method to add to 
his income. By making unauthorised use 
of the names of highly-placed persons who 
figure on his list of “‘ conspirators.”’ he has, 
it is suggested, persuaded sympathisers with 
the movement acainst the Republic to entrust 
considerable sums of money to him for the 
supposed purchase of arms. He operated on 
the ‘‘ snowball system,’ and got members to 
form groups of ten vnits. Naturally, the 
victims have had no redress against him. Some 
£3.000 is stated to have disappeared. 

Entering the Conception Church this morn. 
ing—one of the largest and best attended in 
Madrid—the police discovered, as early as 
2 a.m,, some ten people, most of them known 
in social circles. One of them, Captain 
Mendez, and Sefior Vigo, an official attached 
to the Premier’s office, on being charged, 
declared that their mission was to guard the 
church against possible dangers. Thev were, 
however, takn before the Chief of Police on 
suspicion of conspiring against the régime.

T was quite erroneously stated Jast week 

| that Lord Glanely had bought Sir Alec 

Black’s ,new Compton Stud at New- 
market, Jock, stock and barrel. In point of 
fact, Lord Glanely already has as much land 
as he knows what to do with in the neigh- 
bourhood of Newmarket. But: it is a fact 
that Sir Alec Black is selling the stock he 
has at this stud, on which he spent a small 
fortune, laying it out when he moved his 
bloodstock from the old Compton Stud in 
Dorset, which the late Captain Adye 
managed for so many years before the advent 
of the Grimsby magnate, - 

Sir Alec Black has certainly had a 
spectacular career in connection with racing, 
since a dozen or more years ago he in- 
vested in bloodstock some of the fortune he 
made out of his fleet of trawlers during the 
War. His most notable horse was, of course, 
The Panther, who won the Thousand and 
lost him the Derby, and the public not a 
small, but a large, fortune. 

His choice collection of young mares is 
probably the finest to he found anywhere 
except in the stud of the Aga Khan. I 
expect that some, if not all, of these mares 
will now pass into the ownership of Lord 
Glanely. It is not improbable that Lord 
Glanely’s own already large stud could do 
with some reinforcing. It is true that he was 
top of the list of winning owners last sedson, 
with nearly £50,000 in stakes to his credit! 
but his best winners were horses bought at 
auction as yearlings, like Singapore and Rose 
of England, who won him the Oaks.

FRENCH TAX ON BRITISH 
GOODS.

PARIS, Sunday. 

The French Government has lost no 
time in applying anti-dumping surtaxes 
to goods imported from the British Em- 
pire and other countries with a depre- 
ciated currency. The decree imposes, 
among others, a 15 per ccnt. surtax to 
goods from Great Britain and Australia, 
and a 7 per cent. surtax to goods from 
British India and the Native Indian 
States 

Goods hitherto exempted from duty. 
and those for which there exists a world 
market and the market price of which is 
not influenced b: variations in the 
national currencies, are exempted. 

France has thus anticipated a British 
tariff, and will have a weapon with 
which to bargain.

THE 0UTLOOK FOR MONEY AND 


STOCKS. 

The coming account will prove a testing 
time for markets. The bears will take full 
advantage of their new-found freedom. But 
there is no vulnerable bull account. Except 
for some of the boom “ rubbish ” which has 
been resurrected, the buying of Industrials 
was mainly on behalf of those who see better 
times ahead when dumping is stopped. We 
shall not have much longer to wait for this. 
It is safe to assume that fresh buyers will 
come forward so long as the industrial outlook 
is bright, as it undoubtedly is. Do not attach 
too much importance to _— results (says 
The Sunday Times). ose of Harrods 
(B.A.), for instance, reflect conditions in 
Argentina, which, it may be hoped, have 
radically changed for the better. The direc- 
tors would not have paid the Preference 
dividend unless they hed ood reason to look 
for recovery. We are told not to look for 
more than 5 per cent. for the past year on 
Turner and Newall, but this is one of the 
companies which should benefit from the pre- 
vention of dumping. Reduced dividends by 
Bass, Ind Coope and the Northampton 
Brewery support the view that the peak of 
prosperity for breweries has been passed and 
that the new taxation presses heavily upon 
them. Brazilian bonds should be bought. 
The market estimates that the 5 per cent. 
scrip, in which form interest will be paid for 
three years, will be worth at least 40 per 
cent. of its face value. 


£120,000,000 MERGER PLAN. 

A merger of the leading Canadian news- 
print interests, involving capital to the 
amount of 600,000,000 dollars (£120,000,000 
at par), is likely to result from negotiations 
now in progress in Montreal, states the 
New York Times, 

DEPRESSING REPORTS. 

So far as the Stock Exchange is concerned, 
anything in the nature of a dangerous specu- 
lative boom is extremely unlikely. There 1s 
certainly room for substantial additions to 
present market prices of many Industrial 
shares. For some time past there has been 
little real relation between intrinsic values 
and market prices. At the same time, it 
must be recognised that the long tale ol 
reduced profits published by old-established 
and well om | companies must act as a 
handicap on any sustained upward movement 
in Stock Exchange values (says The 
Observer). The position, in this respect, 1s 
well illustrated by the compilation given in 
the current issue of the Hronomist, showing 
that reports issued by 170 industrial com- 
panies during October showed a fall in earn- 
ings, after payment of Debenture interest, of 
no less than 58.26 per cent. Many of those 
reports must have dealt with periods ending 
from three to six months ago. So far, the 
current year can have afforded them little 
improvement, and it is quite certain that for 
some time to come published statements as to 
profit-earning will be discouraging. 


THE MONARCH OF WORLD CURRENCY. 

The contest of the dollar and the france 
seems for the present to be turning in favour 
of America (says the Evening Standard). 
The premium on francs is disappearing and 
the gold flow and ‘‘ earmarkings”’ at New 
York are vanishing. It is not unlikely that 
the dollar will overhaul the franc before long. 
America is not likely to take second place in 
this struggle. There are big underlying factors 
in her favour as against France. One un- 
doubtedly is the better organisation of her 
banking system for international money mar- 
ket operations. Any business London may 
lose on this account—and such loss will be 
temporary and relatively small—will go-to 
New York rather than to Paris, because. it 
can be handled more speedily in the former 
centre. Moreover. America has the great ad- 
vantage that she has never devalued her 
currency. Her immense resources have 
carried her through all crises on an even 
currency keel. The dollar, then, for what the 
fact is worth, is the monarch of currency that 
never lost its crown. 


STEADY FINANCIAL BAROMETERS. 
Virtually no movement is shown in the 
Evening Standard financial barometer fo 
last week. The commodity price index is un- 
changed at 79.8, better prices for silver and 
base metals off-setting slight setbacks in 
cotton and wheat.

The Radio Keith Orpheum Corporation of 
the United States has called a meeting of its 
stockholders for December 12 to meet the 
danger of receivership. ‘* The company finds 
itself faced with an emergency requiring 
prompt action if a receivership is to be 
avoided,’’ declares a statement issued by the 
ccmpany. The proposal of the directors is to 
reduce and re-classify capital stock, and raise 
furds to tide over the depression by the issue 
of Debentures and new Common stock. The 
stockholders have formed a committee to 
fight against the proposals of the directors, 
learns the New York Times.
